The protocol under which the purposes «f defendant 
Frank's adainistration of the Genernl Government were 
defined constitutes iteelf a criminal pian or conspiracy 
contrary to the Laws of War and the Laws of Humanity. 


In violation of the Laws of War and the Laws of 
Humenity defendant Frank advocated and administered a 
program of exterminating Jews of Polish nationality 
within the General Government. 


In violati n of the Laws of War and the Laws of 
Humanity, defendant Frank imposed upon the population 


of the General Governuent a reign of terror, oppression, 
impoverishuent end starvation.

CONSPIRATORS. AS THH LEADING NAZI JURIST, HE FURTHERED THE 
REALIZATION OF TH® CONSPIRATORS! PROGRAM IN THE FIEID OF LAN’. 


Defendant Frank himself described his role in the Nazi struggle 
for power in tne following words in the course of his closing remarks 
at a conference held in August 1942 at Kressendorf: 


"J have since 1920 continually dedicated my work to 
the NSDAP... As National Socialist I was a participant 
in the events of November 1923 for which I received 
the Blutorden, After the resurrection of the move= 
ment in the year 1925, my real greater activity in 

the movement began, which made me, first gradually, 
later aimost exclusively, the legal advisor of the 
Fuehrer and of the Reich leadership of the xspap. 4 

I thus was the representative of legal intercsts 

of the growing Third Reich in a legal ideciogical 

as well as practical legal way,.. The cuimination 

of this work I see in the big Leipzig Army Trial 

in which I succeeded in having the Fuehrer admitted 

to tne famous oath of legality, a circunstance which 
gaye the Movement the legal grounds to expand gener- 
ously. The Fuchrer indeed recognized this achieve- 
ment and in 1926 made me leacer ov the National 
Sociaiist Lawyers League; in 192) Keich Leader of 

the Reich Legal Office of the NSDAF; in 1933 Bavarian 
Minister cf Justice; in the same vear Reich Commissioner 
of Justice; in 1934. Tresident of tne Academy of German 
Law founded by ines in December 19°24 Reich Minister 
without portfolio; and in 1939 I was finally appointed 
lo Governor General for the occupied Polish territories.

In 1934 defendant Frank founded the Academy of German law 
of which he was president until 1942. The statute defining the 
functions of the Academy conferred on it wide power to coordinate

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As the leading Nazi jurist, defendant Frank accepted and 
promoted the system of concentration camps and of arrest without 
warrant. In an article on "Legislation and Judiciary in the 
Third Reich" published in the Journal of the scademy of German 
Law in 1936, defendant Frank ex lained: 


"To the world we are blamed again ane again 

because of the concentration camps. We are asked, 
‘Why do you arrest without a cain of arrest?! 

I say, put yourselves into the position of our 
nation, Denit forget that the very great and still 
untouched world of Bolshevism cannot forget that we 
have made final victory for th=: impossible in 
Furope, right here on German soil."

Some ef the war crimes and crimes agai:.:t humenity committed by 
the Nazi conspirators, and :a particular by defendant Frank as their 
representative, in the ser. itory of Poland known as the General Govern- 
ment have alreedy been drown tc the attention of the Tribunal in the presen- 
tation by the United States Prosecution of the following aspects of the 
case: Slave Lator Pregram, Concentration Camps, Persecution of the Jews, 
and German:zation and Snoliation. Further particulars will be presented hy 
the Soviet Prosecution as pert of the presentation of the case on war crimes - ~ 
aud crimes against humanity in the Hast. It is proposed in this and the 
following sections of this orief to trace defendant Frank's special respon 
sibility, as Governer Geners1. for the policies wederlying the crimes com 
mitted in the General Government during the period of his administration. 

Defendant Frank was aprointed Governor General of the Occupied Polish 
Territories by Hitler decree dated 12 October 1939. The scope of his execu- 
tive power was defined as follows in this deczee: 

"Section 1. The t.rritories occupied by German troops shall be 
subject to the authority ct the Governor General of the 


occuvied Polish territories, except insofar as they 
are inco>porated within the ‘¢rman Reich. 


"Section 2. (1) I appoint Reich Minister Dr. Frank as Governor 
General of the occuvied Polish territories. 
(2) As Deputy Governor General I appoint Reich 
Minister Dr. Seyss--Inquart. 


"Section 3. (1) The Governor General shal] be directly respon 
sible to me. 
(2) All branches of the administration shall be 
directed by the Govornor Generel...

The jurisdiction and functions of defendant Frank in the General 
Government are described by him in several passages of his diary. For 


example, at a meeting of Department Heads of the General Government on 


8 March 1940 in the Bergakademie, defendant Frank clarified his status 


as follows; 


"One thing is certain. The authority of General 
Government as the representative of the Fuehrer 

and the will of the Reich in this territory is 
certainly strong, and I have always emphasized 

that I wouid not toierate the misuse of this

It is not the task of the Administr tion to make Poland into a 
model province or a model state of the German order or to out her econ- 
omically or financially on a sound basis. 


The Polis: intellisesnsia must be prevented from forming a ruling 
class. The standard of liv:-nzg in the country is to remain low; we only 
want to draw labor forces from there. Poles are also to be used for the 
adainistretion of the country. However the forming of national political 
groups Mey not be u<Lowad. 


4). The eduinistretion has to work on its own responsibility and 
must not be dependent on B rlin. ‘Ve don't want to do there what we do in 
the Reich, > responsibility does not rest with the Berlin Ministries 
since there is no German administretive unit concerned. 


The accommolishment of this task will involve a hard racial 
struggle (Volkstunskanupf) which will not allow any legal restrictions. The 
methods will be incompatible with the principles otherwise adhered to by us. 


The Governor Gen-ral is to give the Polish nation only bare 
living conditions and is to maintain the basis for militery security. 


6)e.eseeseeeeeAny tendencies towards the consolidation of con— 
ditions in Polend are to be suogressed. The "Polish muddle" (polnische 
Wirtschaft) must be allowed to develop. The governuent of the 
territory must male it possible for us to purify the Reich territory 
from Jews and Polacks, too. Collaboretion with new Reich provinces 
(Posen and West Prussia) only for resettlements (Compare Mission Himaler). 


Purpose: Shrewdness and severity must be the marims in this 
recial struggle in order to spere us from going to battle on account of 
this country again,

Defendant Frank's own statement regerding the purposes of his 
adninistr tion in Polend should be considered in connection with this

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The Hitler—Keitel protocol should also be construed in the light 
of various passages in Frank's diary relating to German policy in Po- 
land.

The basic decree under which proverty in the General 

Government was sequestered was vromulgated by defendant Frank 
on 24 January 1940. This decree authorized sequestration 
in connection with the "nerformance of tasks serving the public 
interest", the seizure of "abendoned property", and the liquida- 
tion of “anti-social or financially unremuneretive pro erty". 
It permitted the Higher~ 5.8. and Police Chief to order 
sequestrations “with the object of increasing striking 
power of the units of the uniformed police and armed S.S." 
No legel recourse was erented for losses arising from the 
enforcement of the decree, compensation being solely in the 
discretion of an officiel of the General Government.

It was no part of defendant Frank's policy in administering 
the General Government that reprisals should be commensurate 
with the gravity of the offense, Defendant Frank was, on the 
contrary, an advocate of drastic measures in dealing with the 
Polish people.

5. Rigorous Methods of Recruiting Workers. 
Forco, violence and economic duress were all supported by defendant 


Frank as means for recruiting leborers for deportation to slave labor in 


Germany. Deportation of Polish laborers to Germany was an integral part 


of the program announced by defendant Frank for his administration of 
the General Government (Scc EC-344-16, supra, p- 10), and as Governor 
Gencral ho authorized whatever degree of force was required for the 
execution of his progran. 

Voluntary methods of recruitment soon proved inadequate. In the 
spring of 1940 the question of utilizing force came up, end the 
following discussion took place in the presence of defendant Seyss— 
Inquart: 


thc Governor-General stated that the fact that all 
means in form of proclamtions etc. did not bring 
success, leads to the conclusion that the Poles out 
of malevolence, and guided by the intention of 
harming Germany by not putting themselves at its 
disposal, refuse to enlist for working duty. 
Therefore, hc aeks Dr. Frauendorfer, if there are 
any other measures, not as yet employed, to win the 
Poles on a voluntary basis. 


"Reichshauptemtsleiter Dr. Fraucndorfer answered this 
question negatively. 


"The General Governor emphasized the fact that he now 
will be asked to take a definite attitude toward this 
question. Therefore the question will arise whether

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ARGUMENT aND CONCLUSION 
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As legal adviser of Hitler end the leadership corps of 
the NSDaP, defendant Frenk promoted the cons»iretors' rise to 
power. In his various juridiael capacities, both in the NSAP 
and in the German zovernment, defendant Frenk advocated and 
promoted the political monopoly of the NSDAP, the rasial prosran 
of the conspiretors, and the terror system of the concentration 
camp anc of arrest without warrent. His role in the common plan 
was to realize "the National Socialist Prozrem in the realm 
of law", and to give the outward form of legrlity to this »rogram 
of terror, persecution and ovpression, which had as its ultimate 
purpose mobilization for azsressive war. 

As a loyal adherent of Hitler end the NSDAP, defendent 
frank was appointed Governor Generel in October 1939 of that 
area of Poland known as the General Government, which became 
the testing zround for the consvir-tors! program of "Lebensraun." 
Defendant Frank had defined justice in the field of German law 
as thet which benefited the Germen nation. His five year 
administration of the General Government illustretes the same 
principle epolied in the field of internationel law. 

It has been shown thet defendent Frank took the office of 
Governor Generel under a provram which constituted in itself 
a criminal plen or conspirecy, as defendent Frank well knew 
end aporoved, to exploit the territory ruthlessly for the benefit 
of Nazi Germany, to eonscript its nationals for labor in Germeny, 
to close its schools and colleses to prevent the rise of e Polish 
intellisentst: and to administer the territory as a colonial 
possession of the Third Reich in totel disrezerd of the duties 
of an occupying power toward the inhabitants of occupied territory. 
Under defendant Frenk's administretion this criminal plan was 
consummated, But the execution went even beyond the plan. Food 
contributions to Germeny increased to the point where the bare 
sutsistence reserved for the General Government unéer the 


plan was reduced to the level of mass starvation; a savaze

settlement projects wore earricd out with reckless disrezard of the 


richts of the locel population; the terror of the concentration camp 


followed in the weke of the Naz 
All of these crimes come within the scope of defendant Frank's 
seneral thesis that justice is that which benefits the German nation. 


It has been shown that all of these crimes were committe 


with official policics established and advocated by de 


This statement of eviience has heen compiled almost entirely 
from statements by defendant Frank himself, from the admissions found 
in his diaries, official revorts, records of his conferences with his 
colleacues i speeche It is therefore 
appropriate thet a final passaze x j y should 1 in 
conclusion. In January 19-3, defenda: ol¢c. his colleasues 
in the Gon: rel Goverament thet their task would zrow more difficult. 
Hitler, he said, could only help them as a ‘ind of "administrative 
pillbox", They must depend on themsélves.
